This sale includes production items relating to his work with medals, tokens, jewelry and artistic objects; Coin and 
stamp production proofs and essays; Works on paper including original artwork and sketches, some relating to medal and 
jewelry designs, others to strictly artistic esthetic pursuits; Commercial graphic artwork for advertising; engravings and 
vignettes, as well as engraving and Die Sinking seals, plus additional source material for his work. The sale concludes with 
about 70 lots of commercial artwork and production material created by Ernst over a 40 year+ time period.

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KEY TO CATALOGING 
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DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN; An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed. A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing.These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF; An initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults.These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card.The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it.These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF; A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN pr_PRQPF« A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design. An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 

If a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such. 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 

MODEL; A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on.This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the” digital age", 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or "vignettes’* of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed 
item. All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

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Rudolph P. Laubenheimer 





Rudolph P. Laubenheimer, Engraver, Die Sinker and Medailleur, 
was one of the leading representatives in the United States in 
his field from 1858 until his death in 1905. His services were 
in demand in the United States as well as Canada, Central 
and South America. He designed and made dies for 
postage stamps and postal stationary including the note¬ 
worthy 1870 U.S. Postal Stationary series in which he 
received a commendation from the U.S. Post Office Depart 
ment for exceptional work. 

Rudolph’s prolific career spanning 5 decades included 
designing and fabricating dies for the state seals of New 
York, Virginia, Maryland, Washington and North Carolina; 
medal and die designs for the 1876 Centennial Exhibition in 
Philadelphia; Medal designs for the Paris Exposition of 1867 which 
probably contributed to his obtaining the opportunity to design the U.S.P.O. Depart¬ 
ment Postal stationary series of 1870; a number of medals and other objects related to 
the 1892-93 Columbian Exposition as well as numerous medals and decorative 
designs for many other events, topics, expositions and causes.

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He was noted for his George Washington Portraits as well as producing many Civil 
War tokens. Unfortunately, due to the destruction of his order books, irreparably 
water damaged as a result of a fire adjoining his shop, the actual list of jobs accepted 
and completed during that period was lost. He designed, engraved, created dies and 
fabricated coins for Colombia; coats of arms; works on paper including his produc¬ 
tion designs for medals as well as die production for medals, jewelry dies, decorative 
object, embossing plates, various badges, belt buckles including ones for the military, 
seal presses, bookbinders stamps, numerous cameo corner cards and business 
cards, Lithography work, portraits including many of his friends, still life drawings and 
paintings and various designs and images used in his craft as well as hundreds of 
other related items that have never previously been offered to the collecting public. 

On his card he has printed “Only the finest and most artistic work is executed and all 
orders are filled without delay” 
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Rudolph Phillipp Laubenheimer was born in Germany in the small ancient walled 
town of Meisenheim am Gian in Hesse-Homburg on July 11, 1833 as the second 
youngest of seven boys to Christian and Frederica Laubenheimer. His family had 
been established in this town since before the 1750’s. As a child he exhibited a talent 
for drawing and painting. Due to the inheritance laws of that time, the oldest son 
would be the sole heir of his family’s estate so in order to place him in a position that 
could lead to a trade or career and better to develop his talents, his family sent him to 
Holland at the age of 14 and apprenticed him as an engraver. His apprenticeship 
lasted 4 years. He decided that the United States offered better prospects in his field 
and he traveled to Havre, France to voyage to the U.S. aboard the sailing vessel 
“William Tell”. He set sail on May 18th, 1851. The ship was one year old and made 
the trip in the relatively fast time of 26 days. He drew numerous portraits of the crew 
members and the ship on his way over which are included in this offering. He landed 
at the Battery in New York with 3 !4 dollars worth of foreign silver in his pocket. This 
information came from a notebook he carried with him detailing elements of his 
voyage and experiences. 




He arrived in New York about one month shy of his 18th birthday and was met by 
his two older brothers who had emigrated to the U.S. a few years earlier. The three 
shared an apartment for about 2 years as Rudolph was getting established and 
improving his English. His two brothers supported him and did not allow him to 
spend any of his own money until he began his first position with the engraving firm 
of John Hoole Sr. He worked there for a number of years before he went on to estab¬ 
lish his own business. His two older brothers went on to establish a fruit import- 
export business based in Georgia and Costa Rica/Nicaragua/Colombia. These family 
ontacts probably led to his first commissions from that part of the world. He esta¬ 
blished his own office as Die Sinker and Medailleur in 1858 at 6 John Street. Over a 
period of years he moved to 54 Barclay Street and his office for the last 25 years of 
his ilfe was at 243 Broadway, opposite City Hall Park. 









Rudolph was an accomplished musician, composer and vocalist who joined the 
German singing society “Liederkranz, then in its infancy in the early 1850’s. As a 
young member sang in the Maennerchor, in which he made many lifelong friendships 
including one with William Steinway of Steinway Piano fame, who also came to the 
United States around the same time period. Rudolph spent his leisure hours drawing 
and painting and was proficient on the piano, spending many hours improvising and 
composing as he played. His special love was for the cello. He composed many 
pieces for the piano as well as for trios including the cello. 




In 1863, Rudolph married Miss Henrietta Zimmer of No.27 Fifth Avenue, the 
daughter of a Lutheran Minister. They proceeded to have 5 boys, 3 of whom died in 
their infancy and one at 12 years of age. His only surviving son, Ernst Laubenheimer, 
who writings provided most of the details of his father’s life for this biography, was an 
accomplished lithographer, commercial artist and designer who spent many years 
with the American Bank Note Lithography Department. 


Rudolph died due to an accident on February 25th, 1905 and his final resting place 
was in the family plot in the Old Lutheran Cemetery in which he had designed the 
monument for his wife Henrietta and his four children who predeceased him by nearly 
30 years. Rudolph adored Henrietta and never remarried, preferring to stay a widower. 
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Ernst Laubenheimer was very family oriented and loved and admired his father, 
worshipped his wife, Myrtle, and believed his daughter, Milicent, the ultimate gift of his 
life. He was born in NYC iiij and educated there. Much of 

his early training in the jll IUW arts he received from his 

father. By the early 1890's * he was at American Bank. He 

was a lithographer and "1 L W' was considered an excep¬ 
tionally fine vignette litho l grapher. By 1929 he was with 

a different firm, poss ; ^ d V ibly the "New York label & 

Box Works". It closed its ^ i doors, like so many others, 

by 1930. At that point Ernest was nearing 60 years 

of age and simply retired. Ernst with colleagues from the He was also a lifelong stamp 

and coin collector. He was A . BNC 1 L ^° 9 , r *^ y Department an avid hiker and continued 

hiking well into later life. He divided his retirement 

years between Maine and NJ and passed away in 1956.

LANDMARK IN NUMISMATICS, PHILATELICS 

AND ENGRAVER’S ARTS 

By David Thomason Alexander 

The appearance on the market of the family archive of 
German-born master engraver and die sinker Rudolph Philipp 
Laubenheimer (1833-1905) is an event with few precedents in 
American collecting history. Preserved with remarkable care and 
fidelity for more than a century after the artist’s death by genera¬ 
tions of his descendants, this archive reveals Laubenheimer in all 
aspects of his art, both in print and metallic forms. 

Collectors in the worlds of coins, medals and stamps tend to 
confine their involvement narrowly to areas of specific interest to 
them, ignoring the wider horizons of a given artist’s talents and 
abilities.This is generally easy to do for few, if any, comparably panoramic collections have 
survived that fully document the multiple talents of such a capable artist. 

When the young engraver arrived in New York City in 185 I, he joined many German engrav¬ 
ers who settled in lower Manhattan and generally worked harmoniously together, sometimes 
sharing dies and commissions, especially during the heyday of the Civil War tokens that flooded 
the Union early in the great Civil War. 

One such colleague was Emil Sigel, prolific token maker who after the war 
designed and struck the massive medal honoring the assassinated Abraham 
Lincoln that was the first medal issued by the fledgling American Numismatic 
Society which is still flourishing today; others were George J. Glaubrecht, Louis 
Lichtweis and Louis Roloff. None of these men left any archive comparable to Laubenheimer’s. 

Laubenheimer’s wider scope of activities brought him notice in 
volume I of Leonard Forrer’s Biographical Dictionary of Medallists, 
published in 1907 by Spink & Son in London: LAUBENHEIMER, R. 

(Am er.). Contemporary Medallist, residing at New York. He is the 
author of various Masonic and other medals, among which I have 
noted: Masonic Red Cross Degree, with bust of Washington, 1875; 
Howard Benevolent Association (yellow-fever). Savannah, 1876. 

Reading the catalog which follows will demonstrate that Laubenheimer was 
also well known in Latin and South America through his pattern coins, com¬ 
mercial tokens and medals; his work with postal paper and security printing 
will be seen to be equally outstanding. Intaglio print was a medium in which 
he displayed mastery and his work with color advertising materials shows 
just how art and commerce could be brought together by a skilled engraver. 











The artist’s familiarity with ancient art and mythology, his study of historic 
fashions and design and his ever-meticulous die work to create the highest 
quality embossed printing show why he rose swiftly to the front rank of 
American engravers and how he remained in this first rank for more than forty 
years after the Civil War. 


Study of his cameo business cards reveals his skill at 
architectural rendering and it can be said that these 
intricately detailed views preserve the flavor of a busy area 
of commerce, transportation and industry of New York 
City during a critical era. 


The care lavished on these often perishable 
and ephemeral objects assured their survival.The 
sheer size of the collection made preservation 
difficult but the family rose to the challenge and assured their forebear 
a prominent place in the areas of art in which he was active. One can 
only wish others had been as active. 


Given the broad scope of its content and careful preparation, this 
comprehensive catalog of the Rudolph Philipp Laubenheimer collection will act as a textbook for 
the study of the medallic, philatelic and commercial art of the nineteenth and early twentieth cen¬ 
turies. It will also serve as a monument to a great artist and to the devotion of his dedicated 
family and descendants to his memory.
